TITLE: MEETING OF EXPERTS ON SOLAR ENERGY PROJECT NATO 
HEADQUARTERS, BRUSSELS, JULY 11. 1973 

ON JULY 1 1, 1973, SEVENTEEN REPRESENTATIVES FROM NINE COUNTRIES 
(BELGIUM, FRANCE, THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY, GREECE, THE 
NETHERLANDS, PORTUGAL, TURKEY, THE UNITED KINGDON, AND THE UNITED 
STATES) MET AT NATO HEADQUARTERS IN BRUSSELS TO DISCUSS A PRO- 
POSAL OF THE UNITED STATES FOR A CCMS PILOT STUDY ON SOLAR ENERGY 
HEATING AND COOLING SYSTEMS FOR BUILDINGS. THE DETAILED PRO-

IT WAS AGREED THAT THE WORK OF THE PILOT STUDY, AS WELL AS RESULTS 
COMING FROM IT, SHOULD BE MADE AVAILABLE TO INTERESTED COUNTRIES 
OUTSIDE THE ATLANTIC ALLIANCE AND TO OTHER INTERNATIONAL ORGANI- 
ZATIONS. SUBJECT TO NORMAL PROCEDURES, IT WAS AGREED THAT PAR 
TICIPATION FROM CERTAIN OTHER INTERESTED COUNTRIES WITH PARTICU- 
LAR EXPERTISE IN THE FIELD AND CERTAIN OTHER INTERNATIONAL OR 
GANIZATIONS SHOULD BE INVITED.
